Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  above.  So  voted. 

Pres.  Sullivan  reported  that  there  were  two  meetings  with  the  Governor.  We  restated 
our  opposition  to  the  sales  tax  and  asked  the  Governor  what  kind  of  guarantee  he 
could  get  from  management  and  business  on  the  graduated  income  tax.  Mark  Wheeler 
of  the  New  England  Merchants  National  Bank  spoke  for  business.  He  said  that  he 
didn't  think  business  would  be  a<3  much  opposed  to  a  graduated  ineome  tax  if  other 
things  were  straightened  out.  Mark  Wheeler  is  going  to  keep  in  touch  with 
President  Sullivan  in  the  future.

Meeting  convened  at  10:10  with  President  Sullivan  presiding. 

Exec.  V.P.  Cleary  read  the  Council  Prayer  and  there  was  a  moment  of  silence 
for  the  departed. 

Vice  Presidents,  Buffum,  Leshyk,  Perreira,  Quinn,  Drew  &  Sommers  were  sworn  in 
by  Pranklin  J.  Murphy,  Regional  Director  APL-CIO. 

Pres.  Sullivan  introduced  Tom  Donahue,  President  Meany* s  Administrative  Ass't 
and  Alan  Kistler,  Director  of  Organization  &  Pield  Services. 

Pres.  Sullivan  then  told  the  Board  of  his  meeting  with  President  Meany  re 
Resolution  61  and  read  the  letter  from  President  Meany  to  President  Sullivan 
and  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  which  stated  as  follows: 

"On  November  7>  1975*  the  Massachusetts  State  Labor  Council,  APL-CIO  adopted 
Resolution  No.  61,  placing  that  organization  on  record  as  agreeing  to  "actively 
support  in  any  way  possible,  legislation  and/or  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States  which  would  forbid  Mandatory  (forced)  busing  of  school  children." 

That  resolution  is  clearly  in  contradiction  to  the  national  policy  of  the  APL-CIO 
as  reiterated  as  recently  as  October  3,  1975  >  by  the  11th  Constitutional  Convention. 

The  officers  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Labor  Council  are  therefore  instructed 
that  Resolution  No.  61  must  be  declared  null  and  void  and  that  the  Massachusetts 
State  Labor  Council  and  the  local  central  bodies  in  that  state  must  refrain  from 
implementing  that  resolution. 

Further,  the  officers  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Labor  Council  must  notify  every 
affiliate  that  Resolution  No.  61,  being  in  direct  violation  of  APL-CIO  policy, 
is  null  and  void  and  that  the  officers  and  staff  will  not  implement  it." 

Exec.  V.P.  Cleary  made  a  motion,  which  was  seconded  by  Exec,  V.P.  Parnham,  to  comply 
with  the  letter  that  was  received  by  the  Mass.  State  Labor  Council  as  to  the  mandate 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  APL-CIO  and  that  we  notify  the  Central  Bodies  in  the 
State  to  refrain  from  implementing  this  resolution  and  notify  the  affiliates  that 
the  resolution  is  in  direct  violation  of  APL-CIO  and  the  officers  and  staff  are 
not  to  implement  it.  A  roll  call  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  passed  unanimously. 
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President  Sullivan  told  the  Council  that  he  wanted  to  adjourn  this  meeting  and 
immediately  call  another  meeting  to  discuss  other  subjects 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  adjourn.  So  voted.  Meeting  adjourned  at  10:35  A.M. 

Meeting  reconvened  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  Legislation  and  Resolutions. 

V.P.  Osborn  made  a  motion  to  adopt  the  following  Resolve:  "Whereas ; George  Meany 
has  forced  the  Mass.  State  Labor  Council  to  take  action  that  is  directly  opposite 
to  the  will  of  the  Mass.  State  Labor  Council's  1975  Convention  delegates  and  the 
wishes  of  the  vast  majority  of  the  members  they  represent  and  Whereas;  George  Meany 
through  his  approving  action  in  the  past  of  removing  the  delegates'  right  to  a  secret 
ballot  has  shown  that  he  is  out  of  touch  with  the  rank  and  file  membership  beliefs 
and  Whereas;  he  has  issued  statements  claiming  APL-CIO  members  nationwide  would 
support  his  policy  on  forced  busing  of  their  children,  let  it  be  resolved  that  the 
Executive  Council  of  this  body  challenges  President  Meany  to  poll  the  membership 
nationally  on  this  subject,"  V.P.  Campbell  seconded  the  motion. 

Exec.  V.P.  Cleary  stated  that  he  was  adamantly  opposed  to  forced  busing.  He  is 
for  quality  education  and  thinks  that  if  it.,  is  the  consensus  of  the  Vice  Presidents 
that  we  are  improving  the  quality  of  education  for  our  children  by  forced  busing 
then  they  should  vote  against  V.P.  Osborn' s  motion.  Conversely,  if  the  Vice 
Presidents  believe  that  we  are  not  receiving  quality  education  by  virtue  of 
mandatory  (forced)  busing  then  Exec.  V.P.  Cleary  thinks  they  should  vote  for 
V.P.  Osborn' s  motion  on  the  resolve. 

V.P.  Mello  didn't  see  how  we  could  support  V.P.  Osborn' s  resolve  without  denying 
national  policy.  He  said  the  issue  is  not  forced  busing  but  quality  education. 
The  labor  movement  has  consistently  stated  that  we  are  for  quality  education. 

V.P.  Drew  opposed  the  resolve  as  she  thought  there  was  too  much  emotional  hysteria 
at  this  time  to  answer  a  poll. 

V.P.  Prendergast  thought  that  the  action  taken  this  morning  covered  the  whole  thing. 
He  stated  that  if  V.P.  Osborn' s  local  or  international  wants  to  take  action  then 
they  should  do  it  in  the  area  of  local  autonomy. 

V.P.  Campobasso  thought  the  resolve  would  create  a  severe  wall  between  us.  He  said 
the  Presidents  should  be  told  how  the  membership  feels  about  busing  and  then  let 
them  take  the  position  in  formulating  national  policy. 

V.P.  Perreira  opposed  the  resolve  as  he  thought  it  would  split  the  labor  movement. 

The  discussimwas  shut  off  and  the  question  was  called  fcr.  The  vote  was  25  opposed 
and  8  in  favor  with  the  motion  being  defeated. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  recess  for  10  minutes.  So  voted. 

V.P.  Prendergast,  Chairman  of  the  Resolutions  Committee  at  the  Convention,  told 
the  Council  that  37  Resolutions  were  taken  care  of  on  the  floor  of  the  Convention. 
He  then  read  the  following  Resolutions  for  action  by  the  Executive  Council:
